1, Preb In what part of the body ts the princi. 
pal ſeat of pocky Contagion? Net im the Liver, 
other parts being more ditpoſed rc-feininarion 3 
neither is the. blood an apr vehicle of infe&ion, 
for the reaſons alledged in the preceding Article. 
And though ſymptoms in a confirmed lox feem 
ro depend upon 1he infefted blood, yet the con- 
tapion inheres chietly in the folid and carnous 
parts; becauſe ctr extornal. means check and per- 
duce them-ro cure; an inſtance: A- Mercurial 
unguent ofr cicartizes an old Ulcer, by expelling 
the venemous Miaims, rcfiding in the carnous 
part, Which did they ore!y ue from the accel- 
fory bigod, Chirurgie! fuccour would amount to 
a-cipher. This premiſied, we aſſert the Spleen 


C(butan a thorow-Pcox } 'the ſerrileſt parturient of 


Pocky Miaſms , through advantage- of its denſer 
parts, porenter viral heat from the implexion of 
HG Labyrinths 
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Labyrinths of, Arteries, and its. proper ſalin and 
ſulphurous ſubſtance; moſt aptly diſpoſed for the 
generation of -pocky Salin , aid iu'phurons Mt 
afſms Now by that. time this entr*il is thorow!y 
engroſſed. or incin&ted with vitulcur Atoms, be- 
ing fituared moſt commodioufly near the centre of 
the whole, ro tranſporr them; to the Periphery, 
through the Arterial pipes, commirs minutal bur- 
dens of Miaſms to the arterial Blood and Spirits, 
(whoſe drier and more vital efſence., quickens and 
promores them). which according tro the circulat 
phanraſm being. outward bound,, do readily di- 
ſtribute the-conragion ro the ſuperfigial par:s; and 
ſo you have another reaſon, why and, how the Pox 
vents its malignancy upon-rhe, externals wherero 
the nature of Sal Armoniab , or pyroſal, the baſiy 
of the Pox, offers a ſuffrage, -being diffuſive 
through its fire and azr (as my Natural Phil, Chap. 
of Air and Fire will advert you) from the centre 
ro the periphery.

2, Prob. Why are the extime parts being rg- 
mote, more liable to the injuries (viz Uecers, 
Pains , and Tuniors)' of the .Pox., than the cn- 
rrails, as the Heart, Liver, Spleen, «gc. : which 
are proclaimed by moſt Awihors.' Fountains. 
Springs, Harths (and what not'? ) of the virvlens 
Miaſms, and yer. themſelves. remain free for 8 
longume trom pains; tumors, uicers, and other 
tymptoms, which the frontiers are expoſed- to'? 
This vety query harbours more than an'ofdinary 
argument, toevince rhar the Pox+is propagated, 
creeping from the part firit infected; through the 
canſiſtent of containing: parrs. - Now it's more 
Ic - ed ; eafie 
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cafic for the Pox to creep quite round the exter- 
nals (as *queſtionleſs it dorh) and ro dilacerate 
them, where it meets with little reſiſtance from 
the vital ſpirits, than to penetrate inwards to the 
intrails, where it muſt encounter with whole 
throngs of denſe fumes, heats, and viral ſyirirs, 
and break through many thick Membranes and 
denſe Fleſh, before it can come within reach 
of the entrails. Beſides, were the paſlage ſo 
patent for cl:ofe malignant Atoms to the entrails, 
we muſt imagine greater ſymptoms ſhould enſue, 
as the leaft blemiſh, diſtemper, or preternatural 
fume, that reaches the heart, effe&ts a palpiration, 
Liporhimy, or Syncope 3; much more a venom, 
and the worſt of venoms ; likewiſe rhe ſtomack, 
be it irrirated only by ſome few cholerick par- 
ticles, is ſer on nauſeating, vomiting , (9c. into 
what paſſion ſhould ir then be precipitated, upon 
impuration of a pyroſalin delererious Acrimony 
In ſumma, were pocky eftuvinms fo valatil and 
ſubtil; as rocreep in ſo ſhort an interlaps ro the 
heart, they would evade peftilent, and derter- 
mine the vital courſe in an equal ſpace with the 
Peſt; but to illuſtrate the matcer, ler's compare 
this to other venoms, that aſſaulr the body in 
ſome frontier or Extern part, and rhe p:ogreſs of 
their fury towards the ſtate, will in ſome meaſure 
abate the difficulty ; we ſhall only inſtance in 
one. A veriemous bite of a mad Dog deliteſces 
in the extern region of the Body near vpon 
Nine or Twelve months , before it can pera- 
grate the ſpace interjeted berween ir and the 
Brain; now, were the blood a convenient vehi- 
cle, ir would rranfport ir in rwo- hours; for a 
venom ( ſuppoſe Wolfs bane, or Arſenick) that's 
recipitared down the throat irito-the ſtomack, 

15 imbihed by rhe Arteries, and: conduRted to the 
Heart in: half an hour, or a whole hour, or rwo 
at fartheſt. Another inſtance; during my at ode 
at Paris, I frequently converſed with one Door 
Dorigne, a moſt induſtrious Chrondlogiſt of Mala- 
dics; who recited to me a ſupervulgar obſeryation 
7 of 
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of che Pox; a certain Friend of his whom nor 
only he, bur hundreds repgged a Religious honeſt 
man, was accuſtomed ro waſh his hands in warm 
[[rine, to chaſe the mangineſs; one morning his 
well faild him, whereupon he requeſted an ac- 
quainrance. to make water , Wherein he bathe 1 
h's hands very gently, This Crony of his grew 
rardy in his Vifirs upon an occaſion of Phyfick- 
ing againſt the Syphilis under the care ot the 
Phyfirian above mentioned. The others hands 
abour a month after began ro bliſter, and ulcerate3 
no ordinary dererfifs prevailed; in the inte- 
rim his head depilated, and was over-rap with 
cruſty ſcahs. Theſe freſh ſymptoms being noti+ 
tified to the Doftor, he ſoon. fourgl, what the 


matter was, inquired farther into uſineſs 3 
the Patient upon oath profeſt' him Virgin, 
and - could ſulpe&t nothing hur theAfomenting 


his mangie hands in ſuch a ones water , whom 
the Door conteſt ro be under his. Cure for a 
Gon orrhe, and ſo rhe caſe needed no further des 
bare, Here note, the venom to be' communtca- 
red from the external parts only.; that the inter- 
nals are void of tonragion , the conſtituſion of 
Plood illuſtrates, which excepting an. ordifary 
ſalin Acrimony, appears good and nutritive : Bur 
did ir partake of malignity (as it is erroniouſly ſup- 
. poſed corroding the ſuperficials in ſome parts, 

why ſtould it nor ulcer2te all ; and if it be. nutritive 
ro ſome, why nor roall ? Bur aithough in the initi- 
als and progreſs the intrails afid-bloed are guarded 
from contagion, yet the ſtate diſcovers both, viru- 
lent and infe&ed to the higheſt pirch.

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4. Prob. How many various ways doth the Pox 
exert irs Conragion » No external part is im- 
powered to tranſmit irs infetion immediately, 
except where its ſuſcepred - So we obſerve 
the Venereal parts to be infettory immediately 
upon the ſuſception of virulency, but nor through 
Kiffing, ſucking of the Breaſt, by Sweat, or 
through any other parts but themſelyes, So the 
mouth that's infetted by Kiſſing, or ſucking a tho- 
row pockified whores Tet, is capable immediate- 
ly of infe&ing anothers Lips by kiſſing, or any 
other part by ſucking it, becauſe the pocky Miaſms 
arenear 3 but not by Copulation, or Swear, ggc. 
becauſe the contagion cannot be crept fo far, 
Experience verifies this diftate, Is itnot an or- 
dinary trick of Wenchers ( as Muſa relates) to 
fack Whores tongues, and ters of their breaſt, 
and yet thoſe, whom they know have h:en poc- 
kified many years about their lower p.rrs, and 
for that reaſon though their appetices are furi- 
ous, yet dare not be dabbling, bur the other they 
reiterate a thouſand times over without the leaſt 
hazard > An inftance for the other part of the 
diate, which I had from my firſt Maſter in Phy - 
ſick, thar wonder of Phyfitians Prof, Foh. Anto- 
nid, vander Linden þ. m. the profoundeſt Com- 
menrator on Hippocrates and Celſus , that ever 
any Age preſented, whom I heard that moſt fa- 
meus Profeſſor Regizs Guido Patin, intituled the 
Dutch Hippocrates, He during his Iuculent pra- 
Rice at Amifterdam, had a Merchants Prentice in 
cure of 'a Gonorrhe, and. a bliſtered, Ulcered, 
or Cankered like mouth ;3- both ſymptoms he con- 
feſt ro have ſtarted upon him,at rne ſame time. 
The excellent Profeſſor being curious, and ad-

Here you may remark, how innocently 
theſe poor Laſles peſſundared their fortunes. The 
reflexion of this Relation upon the latter part of

2. A Wench or Monſieur, by that time they 
are thorow pockified, are infe&ions in any part 
where ever the Pox burſts out 3 becauſe the vi- 
rulent ſeminaries are propagated quite through 
the Body , which, exhaling at the places affedt- 
ed, tranſport the centagion, What the thorow- 
pox is expe below; fo rhat when the malady
